Bement marched. 
Some who had been 
inquisitive had learned that the gray 
haired sire was John Bement, father of 
Captain Gerard and Lieutenant Harold 
Bement of the Second Massachusetts 
volunteers and that the day was to see 
the parting of father and sons, the lat­ 
ter setting out to join their regiment 
for service in Cuba. 
Again the solemn and impressive cere­ 
monies at the “ soldiers’ 
plot,” 
the 
planting of the sprig of evergreen, a 
white rose and the laurel branch as 
symbols of remembrance, of virtue and 
of victory, and the firing salute to the 
dead. There was less chatter among the 
children, for many were learning now 
the meaning of war, with their brothers 
and even fathers about to march away 
to battle John Bement, no longer bunt 
and weighed down by age, led the way 
to the lonely grn,ves in the out of the 
way vale, moving with sprightly step 
between his soldier sons. 
A crowd fol­ 
lowed, some out of idle curiosity anti 
others—older ones—to learn more of the 
story of the Virginian’s grave and its 
mate. The latter were not disappointed, 
but they saw no wild flowers on t Fie 
grave of Gerard Iselin of Pegram’s 
Virginia battery—instead a beautifully 
wrought coat of arms of the nation in 
rare flowers of red, white and blue. On 
the other grave, deftly wrought with 
white blossoms, were a pair of hands 
folded over the breast and a dove. 
John Bement had placed these tokens 
of friendship at the dawning of the day, 
so bright for him. 
In simple words he 
told his story for the ears of Harold and 
Gerard, but there were many listeners 
besides. 
“ Father,” said Harold, “ I have a con­ 
fession to make. I was an eavesdropper 
many years ago, when you told the chil­ 
dren how yon shot this man in gray. ” 
“ ’Tis nothing, my boy, to what you 
shall hear today. 
Gerard Iselin, your 
father, lies buried here, and I killed him ; 
also your ’ — 
His voice was stilled by the emotion 
of Gerard, who grasped his hand vio­ 
lently, but could not speak. 
“ G o o n ,” 
he said, after a struggle, and the story 
was told without further interruption. 
“ Gerard Iselin was my classmate and 
friend at Harvard, as you boys have 
be^n, and as like brothers. 
He was a 
southerner, wild, as we used to say, and 
as even I boasted at times of being. He 
loved the sister of another friend and 
classmate, Katharine Mason, and it was 
said that his love for her alone kept 
him from running the lines in I HG I to 
fight for the south, boy that he was, for 
he was only 17 then. 
Well, the war 
went on, and. although we disputed of­ 
ten, there was no rupture. 
At last I 
volunteered in Harvard’s own regiment, 
the Second Massachusetts, and Gerard 
bid me godspeed in his wild, hearty 
way, saying, ‘he’d meet me and whip 
me some day on the battlefield.' ” 
“ And you never told us that yon 
were a Second 
Massachusetts 
man, 
too,” said Harold, his thoughts on the 
regiment and its proud name. 
“ No, I sought to forget, to bury the 
war, since it forced me to kill a friend, 
a brother. In time I learned that Gerard 
had disappeared and with him K atha­ 
rine Mason. 
It was a blow to Oliver. 
her brother and our friend. 
And he 


vowed that he would shoot him down 
like a dog, if he ever found him alive. ’’ 
He paused, overcome with emotion. 
“ But those were stirring days,” In* 
! continued after awhile. 
“ We fought 
almost every day of that year. 1864, 
and at last came to the field of Five 
Forks. 
Our regiment charged there 
upon the flank of the Confederate 
trenches. All went well until we reach 
ed Pegram s Virginia battery. Then we 
lost many, but my company pushed for­ 
ward and shot down many to clear the 
way for advance. 
Suddenly I saw a 
Confederate rise up from the field and 
handle the lanyard of a piece aimed 
straight at our advance line. A second, 
and a hundred of my brave men would 
be blown to pieces, and, although I saw 
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“ WE WERE COMRADES.” 
and recognized my friend and brother, 
Gerard Iselin, I raised my revolver and 
ihot him down. ” 
Harold stood motionless, gazing at 
the inscription on the Virginia grave, 
while Gerard remained overcome with 
emotion. 
Growing husky now, John Bement 
proceeded: “ Well, we charged and car­ 
ried the day, and I went back to find 
my fallen friend. 
He was alive and 
knew me. It was a«sad meeting, but he 
said: ‘I have not long to live, John, so 
forgive me. 
I have wronged you and 
Oliver and Katharine!’ 
“ ‘Katharine!’ said I. ‘What of her?’ 
“ ‘She is dead! My child wife, dead I’ 
“ ‘You married her, then?’ I cried. 
“ ‘I did, indeed, and meant to do well 
by her,’ he said. 
‘We settled in New 
York. 
One day I met an old friend 
from home 
He induced me to run the 
lines aud fight for the south. 
Not dar­ 
ing to face Katharine, I sent her a 
Iraffc for all my bank account and ran 
off here. 
Ah, John! This war! This 
w ar!’ 
“ ‘And then?’ I questioned hurriedly. 
“ ‘She died, and, I hear, left a baby 
boy, and now I am going, too, old man. 
W on’t you care for my boy as your 
own ?’ 
The 
effort was almost too 
much for him, but after a few seconds 
he continued: 
‘Katharine lies iii For­ 
rest Hill. Find her grave and place me 
beside her, for the sake of those school 
days in New England, the only joyous 
ones of my life. All else has lieen w ild; 
alas, how wild! Bury me beside her. 
but, while you plant her grave with 
roues and with lilies, let mine be covered 
with blossoms as wild as my own life 
has been. 
Promise me that. John, and 
to save my boy, for I forgive you this 
hour of pain and death.’ ” 
John Bement ceased speaking and 
looked first at the grave and its head­ 
stone and then at Gerard as if to say. 


“ I SHOT HIM DOWN.” 
“ I h a w been true to my tru st.” Then 
he waited for Gerard’s verdict. It came, 
with a hearty embrace and choking sob: 
“ Father! Yes,” he added, “ you have 
been all that to me!” 
A bugle sounded the call to assemble, 
and the veteran seized the hands of 
Harold and Gerard. “ My care has been 
rewarded and my grief is over,” said 
he. 
“ This is the happiest hour of my 
life when I send you two. a son of 


Massachusetts and a son of Virginia, 
sid** bv side to battle for the nation. 
Sumter, Five Forks and Appomattox 
will be forgotten while you carry the 
flag on new fields of glory to avenge the 
martyrs of the Maine.”

The day was nearly over at El Caney. 
In front and en the right and on the 
left the Americans found their march 
opposed by barbed wire barricades jnst 
where the Mauser fin* from distant 
trenches swept the gronnd. 
Only one 
knoll, crowned with cactus copse, offer­ 
ed shelter for advance from the Ameri­ 
can side. 
It lay in front of the Second 
Massachusetts, and Gerard Iselin volun­ 
teered to crawl through the grass cover­ 
ing the interval ami cat the wire so 
that tile regiment might rush forward 
He reached the fence, as he believed 
unseen by the Spaniards beyond the 
copse, but at the first click of his wire 
cutter two Mausers looked out from the 
cactus blades, and their muzzles slowly 
dropped to the level of his head. 
Then 
two successive pistol shots rang out 
from close behind him. The Mausers 
suddenly dropptd from sight, hut a vol­ 
ley from the copse passed over him, 
aimed at some object in the rear. 
In 
the confusion he severed the wire of 
three spans of fence, then tossed his hat 
in the air as a signal agreed upon for 
his comrades to advance. 
He led the 
charging line and was the first to cross 
the Spanish trenches, but when the vic­ 
tory was won Harold did not appear. 
His story was soon told. lie lay dead a 
few feet hack from the cactus copse, 
killed by the volley which had answered 
his deadly pistol shots. 
The boy had 
! followed Gerard, for he feared that his 
rashness would he fatal, and he wished 
to he at hand in his hour of need. 
Together John Bement and Gerard 
Iselin made the long journey in winter 
and brought Harold’s remains from 
Cuba. 
They were met at the steam er’s 
wharf by a committee of Grand Army 
men, who had prepared to do public 
honor to the dead hero of El Caney. 
But John Bement said : “ No; it is now 
as it was in 186"), when you wanted to 
honor me as the hero of Five Forks. 
I 
felt then that I had only performed my 
duty, a dreadful duty, since it made 
me take the life of a friend. 
My boy 
simply did iiis duty when lie gave his 
life for a friend. ” 
When alone again, he said to Gerard: 
“ The account of Iselin against Bement 
has been honored. 
The ashes of their 
dead shall mingle and the blood of their 
living A »w in one stream forever.” 
Menu rial day. 1899, finds two graves 
at the little plot in the vale to decorate 
with flowers of red, white and blue, 
w id e above them the father of a dead 
soldier and a son of a dead soldier pledge 
with clasped hands undying love tor 
their country’s standard, echoing in 
their hearts the sentiment of the Great 
Commander, “ Let us have peace!”

h av e fonght a good fight.' 
"He reads the meaning of this ending 
conflict not in his stripes and scars, not 
,n the scenes amid which he now stands, 
bnt he finds its meaning in all the rela­ 


t i o n s which he has sustained to his fel­ 
low man amid his strnggles. 
Its mean­ 
ing is read in his inflaence npon society,

Every now and then the obituary OGfr» 
ninns record the passing of some veteran 
whose very existence has long been for­ 
gotten by the cl<» sest contemporaries of 
his days of activity. 
Again and again 
at veteran réunions have the men of the 
old brigade who fought under General 
George Sears (vreene at Antietam, at 
Gettysburg, at Wauhatchee, asked after 
their 
venerable 
commander, 
seldom 
wondering if he was alive, but wonder­ 
ing when told that he actually survived, 
a cheerful octogenarian, then a nona­ 
genarian, then a patriarch crowding a 
century of life. He died at Morristown, 
N. J ., last J anuary with the weight of 
almost 3« years added to that which 
he Ixire in the days of battle, and he 
was then iiast threescore. Born in 1801. 
General (Tieene well remembered the 
war of 1812, and. in fact, trained in 
the boy companies which emulated 
their seniors in the excittunent of that 
faraway conflict. 
Bearing a surname 
identical with that of the gi’oat Revolo- 
tionary soldier, Nathanael Greene, an^ 
hailing from the same province in 
Rhode Island, it might be supposed tliat 
our lieneral Cireene was a descendant 
of Washington’s favorite marshal, but 
that was not the case. 
Of the same 
English stock, their lines were some 
degrees apart when the first American 
representatives of each followed Roger 
Williams to the new world. 
General George Sears Greene, al­ 
though not a professional soldier, since 
he laid by the sword in peaceful times 
and took it np at the call of his conn-

tvshnrg, and a vear before that his son. 
Samuel Dana Greene, fought by the 
side of Worden on the Monitor until 
the latter was blinded by a shot from 
the Merrimac, then kept on ixmnding 
the ram with shots from the little 
cheesebox until she ran into a channel 
unknown to any one on the Monitor. 
The Spanish war brought out another 
son. General Francis Vinton <Jreene, 
one of the captors of Manila.

dier, Greene, was a West Point gradu­ 
ate like his father, and had imitated 
his’ father’s example by laying down 
the sword to await his country s call. 
At the outbreak of the war he was colo­ 
nel of the Seventy-first New York.

elder Greene

uear New York since the war which 
made him 
so c o n s p i c u o u s 
in martial 
annals. 
For a long time he had the 
distinction of being the oldest living 
representative of West Point and from 
time to time appeared at the reuiiKUis 
of army officers. 
On those occasions he 
was duly honored by his associates and 
bv the press, but immediately sank 
bLk into the retiracy he enlt.vated, 
and it was necessary for his old follow 
era, and even bis contemporary officers 
to search the records to see if he bad 
not meanwhile passed to the eternal 
camping grounds witliont tlio world 
taking note of the fact.

Every now and then the obituary ao4- 
nnins record the passing of some veteran 
whose very existence has long been for­ 
gotten by the closest contemporaries of 
his days of activity.

try, has added much to the glory of 
American annals. 
In his old age he 
saved the army from a disaster at G et­ 
tysburg, and a year before that his son. 
Samuel Dana Greene, fought by the 
side of W orden on the Monitor until 
the latter was blinded by a shot from 
the Merrimac, then kept on pounding 
the ram with shots from the little 
cheesebox until she ran into a channel 
unknown to any one on the Monitor. 
The Spanish war brought out another 
son, General Francis Vinton Greene, 
one of the captors of Manila. 
This sol­ 
dier, Greene, was a W est Point gradu­ 
ate, like his father, and had im itated 
his father’s example by laying down 
the sword to aw ait his country’s call. 
At the outbreak of the war he was colo­ 
nel of the Seventy-first New York. 
The 
elder Greene 
lived 
in 
and 
near New Y'ork since the war which 
made him so conspicuous in m artial 
annals. 
For a long tim e he had the 
distinction of being the oldest living 
representative of W est Point and from 
time to tim e appeared at the reunions 
of army officers. 
On those occasions he 
was duly honored by his associates and 
by the press, but immediately sank 
back into the retiracy he cultivated, 
and it was necessary for his old follow­ 
ers, and even his contemporary officers, 
to search the records to see if he had 
not meanwhile passed to the eternal 
camping grounds w ithout the world 
taking note of the fact. 
For a num ­ 
ber of years he lived at Morristown, 
where he had for neighbors or frequent 
visitors a number of his most intim ate 
comrades of the old army. 
U ntil the 
end his spirits were happy, his m an­ 
ners genial and courteous.

Every now and then the obituary m i­ 
nimis record the passing of some veteran 
whose very existence has long been for­ 
gotten by the closest contemporaries of 
his days of activity.

George Sears Greene at Antietam, at 
Gettysburg, at W anhatcbee, asked after 
their 
venerable 
commander, 
seldom 
wondering if he was alive, but wonder­ 
ing when told that he actually survived. 
a cheerful octogenarian, then a nona­ 
genarian. then a patriarch crowding a 
century of life. He died at Morristown, 
N. J., last January with the weight of 
almost 36 years added to that which 
he bore in the days of battle, and he 
was then past threescore. Born in 1801, 
General Greene well remembered the 
war of 1812, and, in fact, trained in 
the boy companies which emulated 
their seniors in the excitem ent of that 
faraway conflict. 
Bearing a surname 
identical with that of the great Revolu­ 
tionary soldier, Nathanael Greene, nnfl 
hailing from the same province in 
Rhode Island, it m ight be supposed that 
our General Greene was a descendant 
of W ashington’s favorite marshal, but 
that was not the case. 
Of the same 
English stock, their lines were some 
degrees apart when the first American 
representatives of each followed Roger 
W illiams to the new world.

The last train from Atlanta 
came into Dalton loaded w ith troops 
wlur»e term of service had expired and 
w ith wounded men who were uiihble to 
go forward with their regiments. Thoy 
br.iught news of the destruction of A t­ 
lanta and of Sherm an’s ileparture for 
an unknown destination.

E v r n t a o f ISO! m i d T h e i r F r u i t In

It was November, 1864. The Fcrty- 
fonrtb United States colored infantry, 
under the command of Colonel Louis 
Johnson, had only a few weeks before 
been ordered to Dalton, (Ta., from 
Rome. in the same state. 
When Sherman began his inarch to 
the sea, the white troops were all with­ 
drawn from Dalton, having the Forty 
fourth U. S. C. I. as the sole garrison 
of the post The last train from Atlanta 
came into Dalton loaded with troops 
whose term of service had expired and 
with wounded men who were unable to 
go forward with their regiments. They 
brought news of the destruction of At­ 
lanta and of Sherman's departure for 
ail unknown destination. 
They told of 
the rumored movement of Hood s Con­ 
federate army toward the north, with 
designs upon Nashville and possibly 
upon Louisville and Cincinnati. 
Scarcely had this train departed to­ 
ward Cleveland, Tenn., than word was 
brought from one of our pickets * i the 
southwest of Dalton that a flag cf truce 
had come in with a request to see the 
commanding officer. 
Colonel Johnson 
directed the adjutant and me to accom­ 
pany him. 
The officer in charge of the flag of 
truce was Gov* rnor Ishain G. Harris of 
Tennessee, th* ii volunteer aid upon the 
stat! of General Hood. 
Governor Harris—I have forgotten 
what ln> military rank was or if he had 
any 
said that the flag of truce had 
been sent for the purpose of demanding 
the surrender of the post and garrison 
of Dalton, in order to save the needless 
destruction of human life. He gave lii> 
word of honor that the entire army of 
Genera] Hood was present and that the 
total annihilation of our small force 
would tie the work of little more than 
an hour. He added that in the event of 
surrender the officers would ta* allowed 
to retain their personal property and 
would tie paroled within a few days. 
Under the 
circumstances Colonel 
Johnson decided that it ivhh Ins duty 
to accept the terms of surrender. 
During the days of our captivity we 
were under a guard commanded by 
Colonel John F. House of Tennessee, 
who treated the prisoners with the 
greatest kindness and consideration. 
We were*not supplied with any rations 
on the first day, it is true, but neither 
were our guards, who told us not to 
mind a little thing like that, which 
they were used to. On the evening of 
the second day we each received a small 
portion of raw cornmeal and a chunk 
of raw beef from asteer just killed. We 
made the meal into little cakes with 
our hands and baked them on hot 
stones. The meat we toasted over the 
fire. No salt was given us, for that was 
a scarce article in the Confederate 
army. 
The next day we were paroled 
and after various adventures found our 
way to < hattanooga. 
Afb r the surrender of the Confeder­ 
ate armies we were comfortably rn 
camped ut Chattanooga, doing guard 
and picket duty. One day word was 
brought to camp that Colonel House 
had been seen among a lot of paroled 
Con fed* rates just arrived at the rail­ 
road station, or “ car shed. ” Our colo­ 
nel at once sent the adjutant to arrest 
our former guard and bring him into 
camp.

been ordered to Dalton.

When Sherman tiegan his march to 
the sea. the white troops were all with­ 
drawn from Dalton, having the Forty 
fourth l \ S. (\ I. as thr* sole garrison 
of the post 
The last train from Atlanta 
came into Dalton loaded with troops 
win se term of service had expired and 
with wounded men who were unable to 
go forward with their regiments. They 
brought news of the destruction of At­ 
lanta and of Sherman's departure for 
an unknown destination. 
They told of 
the rumored movement of Hood s Con­ 
federate army toward the worth, with 
designs upon Nashville and possibly 
upon Louisville and Cincinnati 
Scarcely had this train departed to­ 
ward Cleveland, Tenn., than word was 
brought from one of our pickets < :i the 
southwest of Dalton that a flag cf truce 
had come in with a request to see the 
commanding officer. 
Colonel Johnson 
directed the adjutant and me to accom­ 
pany him. 
The officer in charge of the flag of 
truce was Governor Ishnin O. H a r r i s of 
Tennessee, thin volunteer aid upon toe 
stall of (Jenera I Hood. 
Governor Harris—I have forgotten 
what his military rank was or if he had 
any 
said that the flag of truce had 
been sent for the purpose of demanding 
the sum taler of the post and garrison 
of Dalton, in order to save the needless 
destruction of human life. He gave his 
word of honor that the entire army of 
General Hood was present and that the 
total annihilation of our small force 
would tie the work of little more than 
an hour. He added that in the event of 
surrender the officers would be allowed 
to retain their personal property and 
would be paroled within a few days. 
Under the 
circumstances 
Colonel 
Johnson decided that it was his duty 
to accept the terms of surrender. 
During the days of our captivity we 
were under a guard commanded by 
Colonel John F. House of Tennessee, 
who treated the prisoners with the 
greatest kindness and consideration. 
We wenvnot supplied with any rations 
on the first day, it is true, but neither 
were our guards, who told us not to 
mind a little thing like that, which 
they were used to. 
On the evening of 
the second day we each received a small 
portion of raw cornmeal and a chunk 
of raw beef from asteer just killed. We 
made the meal into little cakes with 
our hands and baked them on hot 
stones. 
The meat we toasted over the 
fire. No salt was given us, for that was 
a 
scarce 
article in the Confederate 
army. 
The next day we were paroled 
anil after various adventures found our 
way to < hartanooga. 
After the surrender of the Confeder­ 
ate armies we were comfortably * ii 
camped at Chattanooga, doing guard 
and picket duty. 
One day word Was 
brought to camp that Colonel House 
had been seen among a lot of paroled 
Confederates just arrived at the rail­ 
road station, or “car shed. ” Our colo­ 
nel at once sent the adjutant to arrest 
our former guard and bring him into 
camp.

C in c in n a t i, May 2 9 .—Tin? unusual in* 
terest iii fchu Republican start; conven­ 
tion at Columbus this week is due to its 
indirect effect on President McKinley 
next year, as well as to its direct effect 
on state factions and candidates this 
year. 
In the earlier skirmishing there 
was talk of the possibility of a state 
administration that would use its power 
to secure au anti-McKinley delegation 
from Ohio to the national convention 
next year. 
Since all but four of tho 88 
counties have selected delegates, it is 
found that about the only thing the 
delegates are unanimous upon is the 
endorsement of the national adminis­ 
tration. 
All the candidates for other 
places on the state ticket, as well as 
those for governor, have had strong reso­ 
lutions adopted in their counties for 
their delegates to endorse the national 
administration. 
Even the Kurtz-Bush- 
nell-McKissou element announce that 
they are not against McKinley, but that 
they are against Hanna and any candi­ 
date favored by Hanna. 
It is still claimed by some that the 
result of the convention this week^ may 
determine what kind of a McKinley 
delegation will be sent from Ohio to the 
Republican national convention next 
year.

M anil a , May 29 .—The approach of 
the wet season finds the insurrection 
H cihiuply taking a new lease of life. 
All along the American lines the rel^els 
are showing more aggressive activity 


111 their guerrilla style than at any time 
l>efore since the fall of Malolos. . 
They keep the U nited States troops 
in the trenches, sleeping in their cloth­ 
ing and constantly on the alert against 
dashes ujwn our outposts and they make 
life warm for the American garrisons 
in the towns. 
The bands of General Luna and Gen- 
tral Mascardo, w hich retreated toward 
Tarlac when tliey feared they would be 
caught between 
General MacArthur 
and General Uiw'ton. have returned in 
force to their old trenches around San 
Fernando, where there are daily col- 
lifcions. 
Opposite our lines on the south pro­ 
tecting Manila, all the way around to 
Fan Pedro Mai-ati, the Filipinos have 
three rows of trenches most of the dis- 
tane**. 
Keports Irom prisoners indicate rliat 
the iiisurgciits construe the uegotiations 
to mean that the Aniericuns liere had 
enough of fighting. 
The Filipinos are 
a ls o I iicouiaged by the belief taut the 
Americans art- preparing for an interval 
of inac'tivity during tlie wet season. 
This peri« id is sure to be followed by 
much surteriug. 
Thousands of acres 
that were under cultivation last year 
have not been plowed this year and the 
government w ill probably be obliged to 
fetd thousands just as it fed the Uubaus. 
>Yieiuilj' natives, Amigos, contiime to 
pour into the American lines by land 
aiiu river routes, com ing from the ter­ 
ritory of insurrection into the country 
w here the passage of the two armies 
has left no fcHx l and practically throw­ 
ing themselves upon the chaiity of their 
conqutrurs. 
Such ablebodied meu as 
are nut in the Filipino ranks have been 
kept by the insurgent iea-ders to dig 
trenches, and old men, women and chil­ 
dren form the mass of the refugees. 
These are doing some plowing, but they 
will be confronted w ith hunger before 
they can realize any subsistence from 
their crops.

M anila, May 29.—The approach of 
the wet season finds the insurrection 
seemingly taking a new lease of hie. 
All along the American lines the rebels 
are showing more aggressive activity 
in their guerrilla style than at any time 
before since the fall of Malolos. 
They keep the U nited States troops 
in the trenches, sleeping in their cloth­ 
ing and constantly on the alert against 
dashes upon our outposts and they make 
life warm for the Am erican garrisons 
in the towns. 
The bands of G eneral Luna aud G en­ 
eral Mascardo, w hich retreated toward 
Tarkio when they feared they would be 
caught between 
G eneral M acA rthur 
and General Lawton, have returned iii 
force to their old trenches around San 
Fernando, w here there are daily eol- 
libions. 
Opposite our lilies on the south pro­ 
tecting M anila, all the way around to 
San Pedro M acati, the Filipinos have 
three rows of trenches most of the dis­ 
tance. 
Reports I rom prisoners indicate that 
the insurgents construe the negotiations 
ro mean th at the Americans here had 
enough of fighting. 
The Filipinos are 
also encouraged by the belie! taut the 
Americans ar*- preparing for an interval 
of inac tivity during tile w et season. 
This period is sure to be followed by 
much SU tiering. 
Thousands of acres 
that were under cultivation last year 
have not been plowed this year and the 
government will probably be obliged to 
fetd thousands ju st as it fed the Cubans. 
Friendly natives, Amigos, continue to 
pour into the Am erican lilies by land 
ana river routes, coming from the ter­ 
ritory of insurrection into the country 
where the passage of the two arm ies 
has left no food and practically throw ­ 
ing themselves upon the chanty of their 
conquerors. 
Such ablebodied men as 
are not in the Filipino ranks have been 
kept by the insurgent leaders to dig 
trenches, and old m en, women and chil­ 
dren form the mass of the refugee*. 
These are doing some plowing, but they 
will be confronted w ith hunger before 
they eau realize any subsistence from 
their crops. 
The United States arm y has organ­ 
ized a system of distributing rice at Ma­ 
lolos aud some of the smaller towns 
where Filipino stores were captured, 
bnt the latter will soon be exhausted. 
The United States transport Morgan 
City, which arrived here from 
hun 
E'rancisco w ith HOO recruits for various 
regiments, sailed for Iloilo w itn the 
troops. 
As it was impossible to take to Spain 
the remains of Spanish (jreneiul Mon­ 
te ro, who was fatally wounded in a re­ 
cent engagem ent w ith the Filipinos in 
the island of M indanao, and who died 
w hile being brought here from Zambo­ 
anga on th e tiansport Leon X iii, it was 
dec Hied that the interm ent should take 
place in Manila. 
Tile funeral took place Sunday, hun­ 
dreds of Spanish soldiers and civilians 
attending the services in the cathedral 
and following the cortege to the grave 
with wreaths aud flags. 
The Spanish papers declare that Mon­ 
te s was a victim of the Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent's neglect.

H a v a n a , May 29.—There were 111 
applicants for shares in the $3,000,000 
which the United States has offered as 
a gratuity to the Cuban troops. 
Thirty 
were given $75 each. 
The others were 
uot on the rolls, although they had 
guns wThieh they were ready to turn in 
and certificates of service. 
The United States m ilitary authori­ 
ties consider that the rolls are very u n ­ 
reliable. 
Indeed, the opinion is freely 
expressed that a large proportion of the 
names are fie ti ti ohs and that the rolls 
omit a m ajority of tile names of those 
rightly entitled to share in the gratuity. 
The object of this apparently is to dis­ 
credit tim entire, proceedings and to 
make the Cuban public believe that a 
large number of the troops refused to 
take American money. 
Lieutenant Colonel George M. Ran­ 
dall of the highth infantry, the com­ 
missioner superintending the distribu­ 
tion here, wa ut carefully over the rolls 
of one battalion w ith its commandant. 
He pointed out 34 names of men who 
are dead and names of others who had 
not bet‘ii heard of outside the rolls. 
Of those paid, 25 turned in arm s— 
Mausers, Remingtons and carbines. The 
other five showed receipts from the al­ 
calde vouching for the delivery of their 
arms. 
The payment will continue until noon 
today in Havana city, but Colonel R an­ 
dall believes it will be necessary to 
have additional days after a while aud 
extra pay rolls for men who have u n ­ 
doubtedly seen service. 
He also be­ 
lieves that were the payment to be con­ 
tinued iii Havana for the next three 
days at least 99 per cent of those en­ 
titled to apply will do so. 
Most of 
those who received shares asserted that 
they only heard by accident that the 
distribution was now actually taking 
place.

They keep the U nited States troops 
iu the trenches, sleeping in their cloth- 
jug and constantly on the alert against 
dashes upon our outposts and they make 
lite warm for the American garrisons 
in the towns. 
The bands of General Luna and Gen- 


t ral Mascardo, w hich retreated toward 
Tarkio when they feared they would lie 
caught between 
General MacArthur 
a u d General Lawton, have returned iii 
force to their old trenches around San 
Fernando, where there are daily col- 
hfcions. 
(Apposite our lilies on the south pro­ 
tecting Manila, all the w ay around to 
Fan Pedro Maeati, the Filipinos have 
three rows of trenches most of the dis­ 
til nee. 
Reports from prisoners indicate that 
the insurgents construe the negotiations 
to mean Muir the Americans here had 
enough of fighting. 
The Filipinos are 
also encouraged by the belie! tout the 
Americans ar*- preparing for an interval 
of inactivity during tile w et season. 
This period is sure to be followed by 
much suffering. 
Thousands of acres 
that were under cultivation last year 
have not been plowed this year and the 
government w ill probably be obliged to 
fetd thousands just as it fed the Cubaus. 
Friendly natives, Amigos, coutiuue to 
pour into the American lilies by land 
ana river routes, com ing from the ter­ 
ritory of insurrection into the country 
where the passage of the two armies 
has left no food and practically throw­ 
ing themselves upon the chanty of their 
conquerors. 
Such ablebodied men as 
are not in the Filipino ranks have been 
kept by the insurgent leaders to dig 
trenches, and old men, women aud chil­ 
dren form the mass of the refugees. 
These are doing some plowing, but they 
will be confronted w ith hunger before 
they can realize any subsistence from 
their crops. 
The United States army has organ­ 
ized a system of distributing rice at Ma- 
lolos and some of the smaller towns 
where Filipino stores were captured, 
but the latter w ill soon be exhausted. 
The United States transport Morgan 
City, which arrived here from 
ban 
J'Faneisco with (JOO recruits for various 
regiments, sailed for Iloilo vvitn the 
troops. 
As it was impossible to take to Spain 
the remains of Spanish General Mou- 
toro, who was fatally wounded in a re­ 
cent engagem ent w ith the Filipinos iu 
the islauii of Mindanao, and who died 
while being brought here from Zambo­ 
anga un the transport Leon XIII, it was 
decided that the interm ent should take 
place in Manila. 
The funeral took place Sunday, hun­ 
dreds of Spanish soldiers and civilians 
attending the services in the cathedral 
and f ollowing the cortege to the grave 
with wreaths aud flags. 
The Spanish papers declare that Mon- 
tero was a victim of the Spanish gov­ 
ernment's neglect.

Lieutenant Colonel George M. Ran­ 
dall of the Eighth infantry, the com 
missions* superintending the distribu­ 
tion here, wa ut carefully over tile rolls 
of one battalion with its commandant. 
He point d our 34 names of nu n who 
are dead and names of others who had 
not been heard of outside the rolls. 
Of those paid, 25 turned in arms— 
Mausers, Remingtons and carbines. The 
other five snow ed receipts from the al­ 
calde vouching for the delivery of their 
arms. 
The payment w ill continue until noon 
today in Havana city, but Colonel Ran­ 
dall believes it w ill be necessary to 
have additional days after a while and 
extra pay rolls for men wdio have un­ 
doubtedly seen service.

EMORIAL DAY, 1889, 
[found the G rand Army 
men, the high school pu- 
jpils and the citizen sol­ 
dier companies gathered 
in large numbers in the Forrest Hill 
cemetery to make the event of the cen 
tennial year noteworthy as a patriotic 
festival. 
After ttye form al ceremonies 
hy the order at the soldiers’ plot were 
over and the m ilitary ranks 
broken 
Veterans in blue wandered away in all 
directions among tke graves and plant­ 
ed little flags as m aikers.that the school- 
boysand schoolgirl* m ight know where 
to place the pots aid baskets of flowers 
generously donated to honor the fallen 
heroes. 
Among the latter w ent Harold 
lament, a freshman at H arvard, and 
for the first tim e clad in the uniform of 
foe military company he had recently 
Joined. 
Many of the younger flower 
bearers knew Harold and were delight­ 
ed to have him of their party in his 
bright and suggestive soldier’s clothes, 
and a group of them half led him along 
until the great crowd had been left be­ 
hind. Reaching a vale shut off by itself 
rn the quiet inclosure, they saw no flags 
and paused to consider w hat ronte to 
take. 
At some distance away on the farther 
‘ (Jpo a strange scene attracted the 
Jonthful eyes, and wonder was upon 
u p ry face. Kneeling beside a plot con­ 
taining two headstones was a man of 
r> nt figure and long gray locks, ap­ 
parently near his threescore.

upon the grave over tfhich he bent 
were strewn clusters of buttercups and 
field violets and the brave yellow daffo­ 
dil.

friend beside them. 
One inscription read: 
GERARD ISELIN, 
Pegram*s Virginia 
Killed at Five Forks April I, 13&> 
The o th er: 
KATHARINE MASON ISELIN. 
Wife of Gerard Iselin. 
Died Jan. I, 
“ And were you in the w ar?’’ asked a 
girl companion of the lad whose hand 
the old man still retained. 
,, 
., 
“ Yes, I am sorry to say I was, 
the prematurely aged veter* ’ 
ly 
though it had to be. it bas left me only 


graves for a brand into my soul. But I 
must not say more, my children. 
You _ 
would not understand. 
Go on w ith 
your loving duties to the heroes of the 
war. They deserve your honor, hut for 
one my duty is here, to bring both wild 
flowers and fragrant garlands, bitter to 
the bitter aud sweet to the sw eet.” 
W ith this he waved his auditors adieu, 
and they went away m arveling that 
war, which meant to them such pag­ 
eantry and holiday making, could des­ 
olate a life so completely. 
Harold did 
not rejoin the chattering juniors, but 
made his way back to the company 
alone, still avoiding the gaze of the old 
man at the grave. 
The incident was quickly forgotten 
by many of the children, while others 
asked their elders what it meant. About 
all that could be learned was that the 
grave of 
the V irginia soldier repre­ 
sented the gray and was to be thought 
of only as something distinct from the 
blue, held in such loving remembrance 
ay the people of New England. 
Every 
Memorial day some of the bolder ones 
Iou gut out the lonely tw in graves, but 
did not venture near to question their 
faithful warden more. Those who w an­ 
dered in that direction saw Harold Be­ 
ment keeping vigil at some distance be­ 
hind the gray haired mourner until the 
intrnders left the scene, when he, too, 
returned to the company of young sol­ 
diers, where his elder brother, Gerard 
Bement, also a Harvard man, was an 
officer. 
But when Memorial day came in 1898. 
and the children of centennial 'year 
were full grown youths and maidens 
and even men and women following the 
stalw art young volunteers for the Span­ 
ish war as they marched before the 
veterans of 1861 to do honor to the 
fallen, not a few pulses beat with high 
anticipation to see the old man of the 
Virginia grave episode walking beside 
the ranks where Harold and Gerard 
Bement marched. 
Some who had been 
inquisitive had learned th at the gray 
haired sire was John Bement, father of 
Captain Gerard and Lieutenant Harold 
Bement of the Second Massachusetts 
volunteers and th at the day was to see 
the parting of father and eons, the la t­ 
ter setting out to join their regiment 
for service in Cuba. 
Again the solemn and impressive cere­ 
monies at the “ soldiers’ 
plot,” 
the 
planting of the sprig of evergreen, a 
w hite rose and the laurel branch as 
symbols of remembrance, of virtue and 
of victory, and the firing salute to the 
dead. There was less chatter among tin 
children, for many were learning now 
the meaning of war. with their brothers 
and even fathers about to march awa} 
to battle John Bement, no longer bent 
and weighed down by age, led the way 
to the lonely graves in the out of the 
way vale, moving w ith sprightly step 
between his soldier sons. 
A crowd fol­ 
lowed, some out of idle curiosity and 
others—older ones—to learn more of the 
story of the V irginian’s grave and its 
mate. The latter were not disappointed, 
but they saw no wild flowers on the 
grave of Gerard Iselin of Pegram s 
V irginia battery—instead a beautifully 
wrought coat of arms of the nation in 
rare flowers of red, white and blue. On 
the other grave, deftly wrought with 
white blossoms, were a pair of hands 
folded over the breast and a dove. 
John Bement had placed these tokens 
of friendship at the dawning of the day, 
so bright for him. 
In simple words he 
told his story for the ears of Harold and 
Gerard, but there were many listeners 
besides. 
“ Father, ” said Harold, “ I have a con­ 
fession to make. I was an eavesdropper 
many years ago, when yon told the chil­ 
dren how yon shot this man in gray. 
“ ’Tis nothing, my boy. to w hat yon 
shall hear today. 
Gerard Iselin, your 
father, lies buried here, and I killed him : 
also your” — 
His voice was stilled by the emotion 
of Gerard, who grasped his hand vio­ 
lently, but could not speak. 
“ Go on, 
he said, after a struggle, and the story 
was told without further interruption 
“ Gerard Iselin was my classmate and 
friend at Harvard, as you boys have 
been. and as like brothers. 
He was a 
so u th ern er, wild, as we used to say, and 
as even I boasted at times of being. H«* 
loved the sister of another friend and 
classmate, K atharine Mason, and it was 
said that his love for her alone. kept 
him from running the lines in I 
to 
fight for the south, boy th at he was, for 
he was only 17 then. 
Well, the war 
went on, and. although we disputed of­ 
ten, there was no rupture. 
At last I 
volunteered in H arvard’s own regim ent 
the Second Massachusetts, and Gerard 
bid me godspeed in his wild, hearty 
way, saying, ‘he’d m eet m e and whip 
me some day on the battlefield. 
“ And yon never told na th a t yon 
were a Second 
M a ssa c h u se tts 
man, 
too,” said Harold, h is thoughts on th e 
regim ent and its proud name. 
“ No, I sought to forget, to bury the 
w ar since it forced me to kill a friend, 
a brother. In tim e I learned that Gerard 
had disappeared and with him K atha­ 
rine Mason. 
I t w a s a blow to Cliver, 
her brother and oar friend. 
And he 


vowed th at he would shoot hun down 
like a dog. if he ever found him alive. 
He paused, overcome w ith emotion. 
“ But those were stirring days,” he 
continued after awhile. 
“ W e fought 
almost every day of th at year, 1*64, 
and at last came to the field of Five 
Forks. 
Our regim ent charged there 
upon the flank of the Confederate 
trenches. All went well until we reach­ 
ed Pegram a V irginia battery. Then we 
lost many, but my company pushed for­ 
ward and shot down many to clear the 
way for advance. 
Suddenly I saw a 
Confederate rise up from the field and 
handle the lanyard of a piece aimed 
straight at our advance line. A second, 
and a hundred of my brave men would 
be blown to pieces, and, although I saw

and recognized my friend and brother, 
Gerard Iselin, I raised my revolver and 
ihot him down. 
Harold stood motionless, gazing at 
the inscription on the Virginia grave, 
while Gerard rem ained overcome with 
emotion. 
Growing husky now, John Bement 
proceeded: “ Well, we charged and car­ 
ried the day, and I went back to find 
my fallen friend. 
He was alive and 
knew me. It was a«sad meeting, but he 
said : ‘I have not long to live, John, so 
forgive me. 
I have wronged you and 
Oliver and K atharine!' 
“ ‘K atharine!’ said I. ‘W hat of h e rr 
‘ ‘She is dead! My child wife, dead I’ 
‘ ‘You m arried her, then?’ I cried. 
“ ‘I did, indeed, and meant to do well 
by her,’ he said. 
‘We settled in New 
York. 
One day I met an old friend 
from home 
He induced me to run the 
lines and tight for the south. 
Not dar­ 
ing to face K atharine, I sent her a 
Iraft for all my bank account and ran 
off here. 
Ah, John! This war! This 
war 59 
“ ‘And then ?’ I questioned hurriedly. 
“ ‘She died, and, I hear, left a baby 
boy, and now I am going, too, old man. 
W on’t you care for my boy as your 
own?’ 
The 
effort was almost too 
much for him, but after a few seconds 
hecontinned: 
‘K atharine lies in For­ 
rest Hill. Find her grave and place me 
beside her. for the sake of those school 
days in New England, the only joyous 
ones of my life. All else has been w ild; 
alas, how wild! Bary me beside her. 
but, while you plant her grave w ith 
roses and with lilies, let mine be covered 
w ith blossoms as wild as my own life 
has been. 
Promise me that, John, and 
to save my boy, for I forgive you this 
hour of pain and death.’ 
John Bement ceased speaking and 
looked first at the grave and its head­ 
stone and then at Gerard as if to say. 


M assachusetts and a son of Virginia, 
side bv side to battle for the nation. 
Sum ter, Five Forks and Appomattox 
will be forgotten while you carry the 
flag on new fields of glory to avenge the 
m artyrs of the Maine. ”

The day was nearly over at El Caney. 
In front and en the right and on the 
left the Americans found their march 
opposed by barbed wire barricades just 
where the Mauser fire from distant 
trenches swept the ground. 
Only one 
knoll, crowned w ith cactus copse, offer­ 
ed shelter for advance from the Am eri­ 
can side. 
It lay in front of the Second 
M assachusetts, and G erard Iselin volun­ 
teered to crawl through the gTass cover­ 
ing the interval and cat the wire so 
that the regim ent m ight rush forward. 
He reached the fence, as he believed 
unseen by the Spaniards beyond the 
copse, but at the first click of his wire 
cutter tw o Mausers looked out from the 
cactus blades, and their muzzles slowly 
dropped to the level of his head. 
Then 
two successive pistol shots rang out 
from close behind him. The Mausers 
suddenly droppcd from sight, bu t a vol­ 
ley from the copse passed over him. 
aimed ut some object in the rear. 
In 
the confusion he severed the wire of 
three spans of fence, then tossed his hat 
in the air as a signal agreed upon fur 
his comrades to advance. 
He led the 
charging line and was the first to cross 
the Spanish trenches, but when the vic­ 
tory was won Harold did not appear. 
His story was soon told. He lay dead a 
few feet back from the cactus copse, 
killed by the volley which had answered 
his deadly pistol shots. 
The boy had 
followed Gerard, for he feared th at his 
rashness would be fatal, and he wished 
to be at hand in his hour of need. 
Together John Bement and Gerard 
Iselin made the long journey in w inter 
and brought H arold’s rem ains from 
Cuba. 
They were m et at the steam er’s 
w harf by a comm ittee of G rand Army 
men, who had prepared to do public 
honor to the dead hero of El Caney. 
B ut John Bement said: “ No; it is now 
as it was in 1861, when yon wanted to 
honor me as the hero of Five Forks. 
I 
felt then th at I had only performed my 
duty, a dreadful duty, since it made 
me take the life of a friend.

a cheerful octogenarian, then a nona­ 
genarian, then a patriarch crowding a 
century of life. He died at Morristown, 
N. J., last January with the weight of 
almost 3ft years added to that which 
he bore in the days of battle, and he 
was then past threescore. Born in 1801. 
General Greene well remembered the 
war of 1812, and. in fact, trained in 
the boy companies which emulated 
their seniors in the excitem ent of that 
faraway conflict. 
Bearing a surname 
identical with that of the great Revol«- 
tionary soldier, Nathanael Greene^ ami 
hailing from the same province in 
Rhode Island, it might be supposed that 
our General Greene was a descendant 
of W ashington’s favorite marshal, but 
that was not the case. 
Of the same 
English stock, their lines were some 
degrees apart when the first American 
representatives of each followed Roger 
W illiam s to the new world.

In his old age he 
saved the army from a disaster at G et­ 
tysburg, and a year before that his son. 
Samuel Dana Greene, fought by the 
side of Worden on the Monitor until 
the latter was blinded by a shot from 
the Merrimac, then kept on pounding 
the ram with shots from the little 
cheesebox until she ran into a channel 
unknown to any one on the Monitor. 
The Spanish war brought out another 
son, General Francis Vinton Greene, 
one of the captors of Manila. 
This sol­ 
dier, Greene, was a W est Point gradu­ 
ate like his father, and had im itated 
his’ father’s example by laying down 
the sword to aw ait his country s call. 
At the outbreak of the war he was colo­ 
nel of the Seventy-first New York. 
The 
elder Greene 
lived 
in 
and 
near New York since the war which 
made him so conspicuous in martial 
annals. 
For a long tim e he had the 
distinction of being the oldest living 
representative of W est Point and from 
tim e to tim e appeared at the reunions 
of army officers. 
On those occasions he 
was duly honored by his associates and 
by the 
press, but im m ediately sank 
hack into the retiracy he cultivated, 
and it was necessary for his old follow­ 
ers. and even his contemporary officers 
to search the records to see if he had 
not meanwhile passed to the eternal

where he had for neighbors or frequent

THE FORTUNE OF WAR. 


E v e n t* o f IS SI attid T h e ir F r u it In 
M ay, I SWS. 
It was November. 1864. The Forty- 
fourth United States colored infantry, 
under the command of Colonel Louis 
Johnson, had only a few weeks before 
been ordered to Dalton, Ga., from 
Rome, in the same state. 
When Sherman began his march to 
the sea, the white troops were all with­ 
drawn from Dalton, leaving the Forty 
fourth U. S. C. I. as the sole garrison 
of the post The last train from Atlanta 
came into Dalton loaded with troops 
whose term of service had expired and 
with wounded men who were unable to 
go forward with their regiments. They 
brought news of the destruction of At­ 
lanta and of Sherman’s departure for 
an unknown destination. They told of 
the rumored movement of Hood’s Con­ 
federate army toward the north, with 
designs upon Nashville and possibly 
upon Louisville and Cincinnati. 
Scarcely had this train departed to­ 
ward Cleveland, Tenn., than word was 
brought from one of our pickets on the 
southwest of Dalton that a flag cf trace 
had come in with a request to see the 
commanding officer. 
Colonel Johnson 
directed the adjutant and me to accom­ 
pany him. 
The officer in charge of the flag of 
truce was Governor Isham G. Harris of 
Tennessee, thin volunteer aid upon the 
stall of General Hood. 
Governor Harris—I have forgotten 
what hi> military rank was or if he hail 
any—said that tin* flag of truce had 
been sent for the purpose of demanding 
the surrender of the post and garrison 
of Dalton, in order to save the needless 
destruction of human life. He gave his 
word of honer that the entire army of 
General Hood was present and that the 
total annihilation of our small force 
would lie the work of little more than 
an hour. He added that in the event of 
surrender the officers would be allowed 
to retain their personal property and 
would be paroled within a few days. 
Under the circumstances Colonel 
Johnson decided that it was his duty 
to accept the terms of surrender. 
During the days of our captivity we 
were under a guard commanded by 
Colonel John F. House of Tennessee, 
who treated the prisoners with the 
greatest kindness and consideration. 
We were*not supplied with any rations 
on the first day, it is true, but neither 
were oar guards who told us not to 
mind a little thing like that, which 
they were used to. On the evening of 
the second day we each received a small 
portion of raw cornmeal and a chunk 
of raw beef from asteer just killed. We 
made the meal into little cakes with 
our hands and baked them on hot 
stones. The meat we toasted over the 
fire. No salt was given us, for that was 
a scarce article in the Confederate 
army. 
The next day we were paroled 
and after various adventures found our 
way to Chattanooga. 
After the surrender of the Confeder­ 
ate armies we were comfortably *n- 
camped at Chattanooga, doing guard 
and picket duty. One day word was 
brought to camp that Colonel House 
had b»'en seen among a lot of paroled 
Confederates just arrived at the rail­ 
road station, or “car shed.’’ Our colo­ 
nel at once sent the adjutant to arrest 
our former guard and bring him into 
camp. Permission to do so was readily 
granted by the provost marshal. The 
sutler's big tent was wxm arranged for 
the reception, and all the officers of the 
regiment who were not on duty were 
present to welcome Colonel House to 
the first square meal that he had en­ 
joyed for many months and to congrat­ 
ulate him upon the end of the war, as 
well as upon the fact that we then met 
as friends and fellow citizens of a com- 
mon country, whereas our first ac- 
quainatnce had been made as enemies 
under hostile flags. 
The moon was shining brightly from 
a clear sky when we reluctantly bid 
goodby to our guest, who had to report 
at IO o’clock at the “car shed.” The 
ground glistened in the moonlight, and 
the grains of gravel sparkled like dia­ 
monds. 
Had the gallant Confederate colonel 
lost all note of time and season and fail­ 
ed to remember that the winter of his 
discontent was overt We forgot or re­ 
fr a in e d from asking. We only know that 
when he came forth from the tent and 
saw* t h e white light on the ground, he 
said. “ Why, it’s snowing,” and bent 
dow’n to gather up a handful. 
All this at, or near, Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and on or about the 30th day of 
May, 1865.

SEVEN KILLER, OTHERS MAY DIE. 


Manila, May 29.—The approach of 
the wet season finds the insurrection 
seemingly taking a new lease of life. 
All along the American lines the rebels 
art showing more aggressive activity 
in their guerrilla style than at any time 
before since the fall of Malolos. 
They keep the United States troops 
in the trenches, sleeping in their cloth­ 
ing and constantly on the alert against 
dashes upon our outposts and they make 
life warm for the American garrisons 
in the towns. 
The bands of General Luna aud Gen­ 
ual Mascardo, which retreated toward 
Tarlac when they feared they would be 
caught between 
General MacArthur 
aud General Lawton, have returned in 
force to their old trenches around San 
Fernando, where there are daily col­ 
lisions. 
Opposite our lilies on the south pro­ 
tecting Manila, all the way around to 
Fan Pedro Macati, the Filipinos have 
three rows of trenches most of the dis­ 
tance. 
Reports from prisoners indicate that 
the insurgents construe the negotiations 
to mean that the Americans here had 
enough of fighting. The Filipinos are 
also < ncouraged by the belief taut the 
Americans ar*- preparing for an interval 
of inactivity during the wet season. 
This period is sure to be followed by 
much Buttering. 
Thousands of acres 
that were under cultivation last year 
have not been plowed this year and the 
government will probably be obliged to 
feed thousands just as it fed the Cubans. 
Friendly natives, Amigos, continue to 
pour into the American lines by land 
ann river routes, coming from the ter 
ritory of insurrection into the country 
where the passage of the two armies 
has left no food and practically throw­ 
ing themselves upon the chai ity of their 
conquerors. 
Such ablebodied men as 
are not in the Filipino ranks have been 
kept by the insurgent leaders to dig 
trenches, and old men, women aud chil 
dren form the mass of the refugees. 
These are doing some plowing, but they 
will be confronted with hunger before 
they can realize any subsistence from 
their crops. 
The United States army has organ­ 
ized a system of distributing rice at Ma­ 
lolos aud some of the smaller towns 
where Filipino stores were captured, 
but the latter will soon be exhausted. 
The United States transport Morgan 
City, which arrived here from San 
L'rancisco with 300 recruits for various 
regiments, sailed for Iloilo witn the 
troops. 
As it was impossible to take to Spain 
the remains of Spanish General Mou- 
tero, who was fatally wounded in a re­ 
cent engagement with the Filipinos in 
the island of Mindanao, and who died 
while being brought here from Zambo­ 
anga on the transport Leon XIII, it was 
decided that the interm ent should take 
place in Manila. 
The funeral took place Sunday, hun­ 
dreds of Spanish soldiers and civilians 
attending the services in the cathedral 
and following the cortege to the grave 
with wreaths and flags. 
The Spanish papers declare that Mon- 
tero was a victim of the Spanish gov­ 
ernment's neglect.

H avana, May 29.—There were 111 
applicants for shares in the $3,000,000 
which the United {States has off ered as 
a gratuity to the Cuban troops. 
Thirty 
were given $75 each. The others were 
not on the rolls, although they had 
guns which they were ready to turn in 
aud certificates of service. 
The United States military authori­ 
ties consider that the rolls are very un­ 
reliable. Indeed, the opinion is freely 
expressed that a large proportion of the 
names are fictitious and that the rolls 
omit a majority of the names of those 
rightly entitled to share in the gratuity. 
The object of this apparently is to dis­ 
credit the entire proceedings and to 
make the Cuban public believe that a 
large number of the troops refused to 
take American money. 
Lieutenant Colonel George M. Ran­ 
dall of the highth infantry, the com­ 
missioner superintending the distribu­ 
tion here, wt ut carefully over the rolls 
of one battalion with its commandant. 
He point ii our 34 names of men who 
are dead and names of others who had 
not been heard of outside the rolls. 
Of those paid, 25 turned in arms— 
Mausers, Remingtons and carbines. Tile 
other five showed receipts from the al­ 
calde vouching for the delivery of their 
arms. 
The payment will continue until noon 
today in Havana city, but Colonel Ran­ 
dall believes it will be necessary to 
have additional days after a while and 
extra pay rolls for men who have un­ 
doubtedly seen service. 
He also be­ 
lieves that were the payment to be con­ 
tinued iii Havana for the next three 
days at least 99 per cent of those en­ 
titled to apply will do so. Most of 
those who received shares asserted that 
they only heard by accident that the 
distribution was now actually taking 
place. 
Colonel Randall will send to Senor 
Perfecto LaCoste, the mayor, all the 
arms turned iu. 
The first payment outside of Havana 
will be made tomorrow at Santiago de 
Las Vegas, whither Colonel Randall, 
the clerks and 30 soldiers will go with 
the paymaster.

DR. SHIELDS ORDAINED.

Toe tornado next destroyed the Crie- 
gor premises, then passed into the range 
of hills skirting tin* Missouri river, 
where it appears to have been dissolved. 
The pain covered by the storm was 
only about 20 rods wide and about 
three mile- in length, but everything 
within that 
section was completely 
annihilated.

killed. 
The wind was accompanied by a 
heavy fall of rain and hail, the latter 
being as large as goose eggs. 
C ent HAL C it y , Neb., May 29.—A tor­ 
nado passed through the northern part 
of Hamilton county, destroying from 
$75,000 to $100,000 worth of property, 
including 15 dwellings, a church, a 
schoolhouse and two iron bridges across 
the river. Orchards, groves and fences 
were leveled aud much stock killed 
Cedar trees IO inches in diameter were 
broken off or uprooted as easily as corn* 
hills.
